2. That a similar scheme be formulated for patients paid for by 
other contributory schemes, 

3. That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the committees of 
the hospitals and to the county council.

Reports or COMMITTEES. 

Instruction in Midwifery and Gynaecology. 
Humprry Rowieston, chairman of the Education 
Committee, presented a report containing the replies from 
twenty-three licensing bodies on the arrangements for the 
instruction of medical students in midwifery and gynaeco- 
logy. This information is to be supplied to the Maternal 
Mortality Committee set up by the Government. Ques- 
tions had been asked of the bodies as to the steps which 
they had taken to carry out the resolutions and regula- 
tions of the Council on this subject, especially the 
following: 


** Every student should, after attending the courses of systematic — 


instruction in the principles and practice of surgery and of 
obstetrics, give continuous attendance on obstetrical hospital prac- 
tice, under the supervision of a competent officer, for a period of 
three months, during one month of which, at least, he should 
perform the duties of an intern student in a lying-in hospital or 
ward. He should attend during the period tweniy cases of labour 
under adequate supervision. Extern or district maternity work 
should not be taken until the student has personally delivered at 
least five cases in the lying-in hospital or ward, to the satisfaction 
of his teacher. 

“A certificate of having attended twenty cases of labour should 
state that the student has personally attended each case during 
the course of labour, making the necessary abdominal and other 
examinations, under the supervision of the certifying officer, who 
should deseribe his official position and siate how many of the 
twenty cases were conducted in hospital.”’ 

In the English Conjoint Board the regulations provide 
fer the production of certificates of having attended five 
labours conducted by a teacher or member of the staff of 
a lying-in hospital, and of having subsequeitly conducted 
fifteen other labours. Attendance upon at least twenty 
cases seems to be the general rule in the various bodies, 

Sir Rosert Botam asked that the report might be dis- 
cussed in camera, and this was done. It was agreed to 
receive the report and circulate it to the bodies for their 
information. 


Length of Medical Curriculum. | 

Sir Humpary also brought forward a report 
from the Education Committee on various matters. One 
of these related to correspondence which had taken place 
with the Conjoint Board in England, whose regulations, 
in the opinion of the committee, did not conform to the 
recommendations of the Council, in that the minimum 
course of study for a medical qualification could be com- 
pleted under the Board within a period of less than five 
academical years. ‘The Committee of Management of the 
Board had made certain proposals to which .the Education 
Committee had not yet been able to give adequate con- 
sideration, but the committee placed on record its opinion 
that, provided the curriculum extended over five academical 
years of medical study after passing the pre-registration 
examination, and assuming that a minimum period of three 
years was available for study after passing the examina- 
tions in anatomy and physiology, the distribution of the 
subjects in the curriculum was ieft to the teaching and 
examining bodies, and was not the subject of resolutions 
by the Council. 

Age of Matriculation, 

Cognizance was taken by the Education Committee of 
a resolution by the) Headmasters’ Conference that the 
tendency of the regulations of the Council was to encourage 
too early a matriculation age. It was reported that corre- 
spondence had taken place between the Registrar of the 
Council and the mover of the resolution at the conference 
(the headmaster of Merchant Taylors’ School), and it had 
been made clear to the latter that the Council, when it 
changed the minimum age for the registration of students 
from 16 to 17, considered the advisability of making the 
age 18, but came to the conclusion that the time for this 


had hardly arrived. The idea the Council had in mind wag. 


that the average boy would pass his examination in general 
education at about the age of 16 or 17, would remain at 
school for a further year in order to study the further 
subjects of elementary chemistry and elementary physies, 
after which he would proceed to the university or medical 
school, where his curriculum proper would begin at about 
the age of 17} to 18. The Education Committee was of 
opinion that it was advantageous that a boy should study 
the pre-registvation subjects at school and remain there 
as long as possible ' 


Visitation of Qualifying Examinations, 

Sir Norman Waker brought forward the yearly tables 
for 1928, showing the results of the examinations, the per- 
centage of passes at the final examinations, and the exemp- 
tions granted from any part of the curriculum. On his 
motion it was agreed to resume the inspection and visita. 
tion of qualifying examinations early in 1930. He said 
that three inspectors would be appointed—one in medicine, 
one in surgery, and one in midwifery—and it would be 
convenient that they should represent the three divisions 
of the country. Each of these gentlemen had to visit and 
inspect the examinations of every one of the twenty-three 
licensing bodies. This took about two years. The inspectors 
then reported to the Council, and, if satisfactory, the 
reports went to the licensing bodies for their comments, 
and afterwards, together with any expression of opinion 
from the General Medical Council, to the Privy Council, 
The last examination of the kind took place ten vears ago, 


DiscrpLtnary Cases. 
Association with an Tustitution advertising for Paticuts. 

The Council considered, on May 29th and 30:h, the case of 
William Mulhall Corbet, registered as William Corbet, of Finsbury 
Pavement, London, E.C., who had been summoned to appear on 
ihe charge thai he had associated himself with and/or been 
employed by the British Institute of Inhalation Therapy, an 
institution which advertised for the purpose of obtaining patients 
by means of a printed card on which he was described as 
* pirysician in charge,” and which gave the meihod of treaiment 
and the fees and hours; also that he had acquiesced in such 
advertising for the purpose of obtaining paticnis to his own 
prefessional advantage. 

The complainants were the Medical Defence Union, represented 
by Mr. Oswald Hempson, solicitor, and Dr. Corbet was accom- 
panied by his counsel, Mr. Cloutman, instructed by Messrs. 
Stoneham and Sons, solicitors. 

Mr. Hempson, in laying the facts of the case before the Council, 
said that on December 18th last Mr. Coulson, who is the principal 
clerk in the Medical Department of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, received at his private address a card enclosed in an envelope 


bearing a halfpenny stamp. The card contained the following 
information 


“The British Institute of Inhalation Therapy, 
“30, Grosvenor Place, S.W.1. 
“ Physician in Charge: Dr. W. Mulhall Corbet. 

“The Institute was founded in 1924 for the Introduction of the Principles 
and Practice of Medern Inhalation Therapy and the treatment of Diseases 
of the Respiratory System according to these methods. 

“Tt consists in the carefully controlled breathing of vapours, produced 
by special apparatus from solutions of recognized medicaments, whieh 
are administered in accurate dosage, and such minute physical sub- 
division that they permeate every part of the respiratory tract.

of the institute, and that according to a card index it was 
shown that he had made such inquiry in 1924. The cards were 
sent only to patients and inquirers. Mr, Coulson would state, 
powever, that he had no recollection of making any communica- 
tion to the institute in 1924, or at any other time, and it was 
admitted that he had never received treatment there. Mr, 
Hempson went on to say that, his own clerk, at his direction, 
wrote to Dr. Corbet at the institute, saying that he had received 
a notice giving the fees for treatment, but that it did not state 
what the fees for consultation would be, and as the question of 
expense was material he would be glad to know these fees. Dr, 
Corbet, in his reply, never inquired what his unknown corre- 
spondent meant by having ‘“ received a notice,” but simpiy stated 
that his usual fee for a first consultation was three guineas, and 
for subsequent consultations two guineas, or occasionally one 

inea, if of short duration. Mr. Hempson added that any ques- 
tio as to the merits or otherwise of the treatment was outside 
the present inquiry. 

Dr; James Neal, general secretary of the Medical Defence 
Union, said that action was taken by his council on the evidence 
obtained from the sending of this card to Mr. Coulson that Dr. 
Corbet, who was described as ‘ physician in charge,’’? was asso- 
ciated with an advertising concern. Previously he had never heard 
of Dr. Corbet or of the institute. In cross-examination Dr. Neal 
sould not say that the sending of this card to a member of the 
staff of the British Medical Association was part of a system ot 
broadcast advertising. 


Is it customary or not for a doctor acquiring a pancl practice to 
have an indication sent to every person on the panel?—It is part of 
the machinery of the Insurance Act that insured persons shall be 
notified of the change. 

Is it not usual in the case of a private practice to notify patients 
ofachange? Such a thing is sirietly ethical ?—Within limits, 

Is there anything in this card which is not strictly professional ?— 
I think it is absolute advertising. 

You say that the tenor of this card is such as to attract the lay 
rublic?—The card is designed to convey certain information to the 
lay public. ; 


Publications from other institutions, including one from Ruthin 
Castle, in Wales, containing the names of a number of medical 
men, were put to the witness as similar examples to the one 
issued on behalf of the Institute of Inhalation Therapy, but 
the President stopped this part of the cross-examination, saying 
that there might be other cases not before the Council, but this 
was not relevant to the present inquiry. In further cross- 
examination, Dr. Neal said that he was unaware, as was stated 
by counsel, that the majority of patients attending this instit«- 
tion were treated by their own practitioners, that the treatment 
was installed in some twenty hospitals, and that the institute was 
not, and never had been, conducted for commercial profit. 

In re-examination, he agreed that it was certainly not usual 
for any notification sent to a patient as to a change in practice 
to state the fees or the methods of treatment; also that it was 
quite unjustifiable to send such a notification to a person who, 
some years previously, had made an inquiry. 

Mr. S. Coulson testified to the receipt at his private address 
of the card in question. It had not been invited by him in any 
way. He had made no inquiry of the institute. 

‘The President asked whether the record of Mr. Coulson’s 
supposed inquiry in the card index of the institute could he 
produced. A card was therefore handed in giving the name and 
aldress of Mr. Coulson, together with certain entries which might 
refer to the dates of letters sent to him. The President pointed 
out that there was nothing on the card to indicate that Mr. 
Coulson had ever made an inquiry of the institute. ; 
Cross-examined, Mr. Coulson said that at no time—certainly 
not since the end of the war—had it been part of his duty to 
make inquiries into institutions of this kind. 

This closed the case for the complainants. 

Dr. Corbet went immediaicly into the witness-box, and said 
thaf he first came into touch with the Institute of Inhalatiou 
Therapy in 1925 at a medical dinner. He discovered that a very 
interesting form of treatment was carried on at the institute, 
and he had some apparatus for inhalation therapy installed in his 
own surgery. In 1927 the suggestion was made to him that he 
should take medical charge of the institute. He made certain 
iiquiries as to its conduct, and found that there was nothing 
which need cause a doctor any shame in being associated with it. 
He had never seen any advertising. He was appointed medicai 
director at a salary of £1,400 a year. He received no other 
emolument ; such fees as were received from patients were handed 
over to the institute. The institute had been financed very largely 
by Mr. Douglas Hamilton, a very wealthy man, brother-in-law 
of Sir Frederick Wills. A sum of between £16,000 and £20,000 
had been spent, and not one penny had been received in return. 
A private company was formed, of which he was made one of the 
directors, but this was purely a question of status; no profit was 
made. He had rather insisted upon being appointed a director 
in order to ensure that nothing irregular took place. There were 
four directors, including Mr. Douglas Hamilton and himself, 


_ With regard to the card which figured in the inquiry, the 
institute, previous to his appointment, had been directed by a 
German medical man, qualified, but not registered, and it was 
judged expedient to inform patienis and inquirers of the change in 
direction, and also of a very considerable reduction in fees which 
had taken place. He agreed with the President that there was | 
no indication on the card of this reorganization, nor of the 
reduction of fees, but the name of a Brilish medical man as 
physician in charge, and the statement of the present fees was, 
he thought, sufficient. The object of reducing the fees for treat- 
ment was to bring inhalation therapy within the reach of a 
greater number of sufferers. The card was prepared as the result 
of a resolution of the Board in October, 1928, and approved by 
himself, because he had scen .brochures more or less similarly 
worded issued by other institutions. 1t was sent out to those 
whose names were on a card index as having been patients or 
inquirers. He handed in a list of 270 medical men who had 
associated themselves in some way with this institute, and said 
that about 60 or 70 per cent. of ihe patients treated were intro-, 
duced by their medical attendants; the remainder got into touch 
with the institute through personal recommendation. He had also 
formed the British Society for the Study of Inhalation Therapy, 
with a journal. One of the reasons why he had joined the 
institute was to spread the knowledge of this treatment in the 
profession. He agreed that there was a separate company—the 
Inha@ling Drug and Apparatus Company—for the commercial 
supply of apparatus. The institute had nothing to do with 
it, although the directorate controlling that company and the 
directorate controlling the institute were in part the same. He 
added that as soon as the notice of inquiry reached him from 
the Council he tendered his resignation to the directors; the 
resignation had not so far been accepted, because the chief 
director was abroad. 

In cross-examination, Dr. Corbet qualified his previous state- 
ment that there was nothing wrong in the sending ‘of the card 
to Mr. Coulson. He now accepted the view that this was an 
improper course, having regard io the time which had elapsed 
since Mr. Coulson’s “ inquiry,” but, pressed on the point, he 
would not say that the sending of such a card, while not per- 
missible four years after the inquiry, was permissible two years 
after, or any shorter period; it was merely, he said, a question 
of degree. He had no proof that Mr. Coulson had made an 
inquiry, other than the existence of the index card and the state- 
ment of his fellow directors that the index was a bona fide 
record of previous inquirers. 


By Mr. Hempson: Are you suggesting that this company exists 
for philanthropic purposes?—I am. 

You knew that exception on ecithical grounds to one of_ its 
activities had been taken by a Branch of the British Medical 
Association; did not that put you on the alert?—No, because 
| knew the circumstances. That case was on different premisses, 
and had no bearing on the present matter. 

How did you imagine that your salary was to be paid if this 
company made no profit?—The money which has been put into 
the institute is quite irrespective of profits. There are no profits, 
never have been, and probably never will be. 

That may be by misfortune, not intention. This is a trading 
company. You suggest that those responsible for floating it are 
doing so for philanthropic purposes?—I do. 

Your salary, from the books of the company, appears to have 
been subdivided. Some of it was to meet your expenses and 
remunerate you for giving publicity to this matter?—Medical 
publicity. 

Why was medical publicity desired?—In order to establish the 
treatment inside the profession. . 

With what ultimate view?—Of making inhalation therapy known 
and practised. 

Not with a view to selling apparaius?—The institute has no 
interest in selling apparatus. 

But some of the persons interesied in the institute are also 
interested in the selling of apparatus?—NSome are and some are not. * 

Therefore the greater the publicity for this form of treatment 
the greater the profits for the other company ?—it would appear so. 

Did you take any steps to find out whether there were proper 
safeguards egainst advertising?—Safeguards against advertising 
were in the undertaking given to me. 1 made a particular point 
that there was to be no advertisement except in the medical — 
press. I have never scen an advertisement except in the medical 
ress. 

, You invited the Registrar of the General Medical Council te 
advise you as to the running of the institute?—Not to advise me 
as to the running of the institute. The question arose as to 
whether it was in order for a registered medical practitioner to 
associate himself closely with the institute, and the answer was 
that so long as the ethical rules were not overstepped it was 
in order. 


In re-examination Dr. Corbet said that, while he had heen at 
the institute, about 25 per cent. of the patients—some forty. or 
fifty—had been treated free, or at a nominal fee of perhaps half 
a crown. The loss on the institute last year was something under 
£2,000. The staff, in addition to himself, consisted of a trained 
nurse, a butler, and an office boy. . 

The Legal Assessor pointed out that there appeared to be two 
companies, one Apneugene Limited, incorporated in 1924, and the 
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other the Inhaling Drug and Apparatus Company, Limited. Dr. 
Corbet said that the former was the company which was: respon- 
sible for the institute, and of which he was nominally a director 
—(The President: ‘There are no such things as ‘nominal’ 
directors ”?)—but he had nothing to do with the other company. 
The registered offices of this second company were formerly at the 
same address as the institute, but on his insistence they had been 
removed two months ago. 

Asked about an item of £1,600 in the balance sheet of his 
company for “advertising and development purposes,’’ he said 
that any advertising was in the medical press. Asked whether he 
did not make inquiry as to the objects and purposes of the 
institute before becoming physician in charge, Dr. Corbet said that 
he relied upon the high character of the directors, who were men 
in such a position that they did not need to make any financial 
gain out of the institute. The principal director was a man of 
very great wealth. 

The letter of resignation addressed by Dr. Corbet to one of the 
directors at the time the proceedings in the General Medical 
Council were started was produced. After recounting the charge 
brought against him, Dr. Corbet wrote that he wished to place 
on record his entire confidence in the directors and in their 
conduct of the institute, and his conviction that nothing had been 
done to justify the complaint. Having fresh in mind, however, 
an action taken by the British Medical Association regarding the 
Apneu inhaling rooms in Manchester, it appeared that pressure 
was now being applied to oblige him to sever his connexion with 
the London undertaking. He was satisfied that there were no 
grounds for the charge, but the General Medical Council had 
unlimited powers, and therefore, in order to safeguard his regis- 
tration, he submitted the resignation of his appointment. After 
the reading of the letter, Dr. Corbet explained that the resignation 
was in suspense pending the return of Mr. Douglas Hamilton, the 
principal director. 

In reply to Sir Jenner Verrall, Dr. Cerbet said that, long before 
he reeeived any intimation from the Council, he asked that the 
offices of the Inhaling Drug and Apparatus Company might be 
removed from the same building as the institute; he considered 
it prejudicial to the institute to have this close connexion with 
a trading concern. Sir Robert Bolam asked whether Dr. Corbet 
had before him and signed a copy of the memorandum and articles 
of association on becoming a director of the company controlling 
the institute. Dr. Corbet: No, Sir. 

Questions were asked about the British Society for the Study 
of Inhalation Therapy and its journal. The journal, said Dr. 
Corbet, was managed by a small editorial committee, of which 
he was one. The expenses of production were furnished in part 
by subscriptions of members and in part by donations, the latter 
ineluding a donation of £250 from Mr. Douglas Hamilton. Neither 
the journal nor the society was subsidized by the insiitute. 

Major W. E. Collison, a director of the company controlling the 
institute, was called as a witness. He explained that the €1,600 
in the balance sheet for advertising and development expenses was 
really an amount spent on advertising during the first year of 
the company’s existence, long before Dr. Corbet had anything 
to do with it, and, on the suggestion of the auditors, was written 
off over a period of years. A certain amount of press advertising 
and propaganda was done when the institute was started, but no 
advertising of any kind, except in medical publications, had been 
done during the last two or two and a half years. In reply to 
Professor Johnstone, the witness said that at one period the 
advertisement was refused by the British Medical Journal beeause 
the institute was advertised in the nursing home columns of the 
Times; that was about three years ago, and these lay press 
advertisements had long since ceased. hare 

Explaining the foundation of the institute, Major Collison said 
that Mr. Douglas Hamilton came across inhalation treatment 
whiie in Germany, and, being very much impressed by it, he 
wanted to start a similar treatment in England. He tried first 
of all to get one or two English medical men to take it up, but 
they knew nothing about the subject, and he then got the help 
of a German doctor. It was some months after that the present 
company was formed to limit Mr. Hamilion’s personal liability 
and the liability of one or two friends who helped him. Before 


leaving for South Africa in January Mr. Hamilton drew a cheque . 


for £1,000 for Dr. Corbet to carry on the work. Altogether he 
had put up some £15,000 or £16,000 in respect of this work. It 
was a philanthropic concern, but it was hoped to make it self- 
supporting. The Inhaling Drug and Apparaius Company was a 
very small affair, looked after by two clerks. 

Mr. Cloutman addressed the Council on behalf of Dr. Corbet, 
and urged that the card sent to Mr. Coulson was a heritage from 
the time, long before Dr. Corbet’s arrival, when some advertising 
was done in connexion with the institute. 

Mr. Hempson made a brief reply, and the Council then 
deliberated in camera. 

The Presipent conveyed the decision of the Council in the 
following terms: 


Mr. Corbet, I have to inform you that the Council have given 
very careful consideration to the charges brought against you in 


the Notice of Inquiry, and have found the facts alleged againg 
you therein to have ben proved—namely, that being a registered 
medical practitioner you have associated yourself with, and beey 
employed by, a company, namely, the British Institute of Inhalg. 
tion Therapy, an institution which advertises for the purpose of 
obtaining patients by means of a printed card describing you 4g 
the physician in charge, giving the method of treatment and the 
fees and hours of treatment, and that you have acquiesced in the 
publication of such advertisements for the purpose of obtaining 
patients to your own professional advantage. 

These facts, which have been found proved, bring you within the 
terms of the Council’s Warning Notice with — to adver. 
tising, which states, as you are aware, that the practice of 
advertising by a registered medical practitioner with a view to his 
own gain, or of sanctioning such advertising, and of associating 
with or accepting employment: under any association or company 
which practises advertising for the purpose of procurin patients, 
are, in the opinion of the Council, contrary to the public interest 
and discreditable to the profession of medicine. Any registered 
medical practitioner resorting to any of these practices renders 
himself liable on proof of the facis to have his name erased from 
the Medical Register. 

The Council, as you will see from the terms of the Warni 
Notice, take a serious view of the offence which has been sueual 
in your case; but, in order to give you time to realize your 
position in this regard, the Council have adjourned the further 
consideration of your case till the May session of 1930. Before 
that date you will be required to send to the Registrar of the 
Council the names of some of your professional brethren who may 
be willing, upon written application from the Registrar, to 
testify by letter addressed to him for the use of the Council ag 
to your character and conduct in the interval. Especially as to 
the continuance of the practices of which you have been found 
guilty. You will receive in due course a formal written intimation 
of what I have just announced to you. The intimation will specify 
the date of the meeting to which I have referred; you should 
be present, and you should understand that, in the event of any 
repetition of the offence, or I may say any continuance of ii, 
during the interval, the Council may forthwith instruct the 
Registrar to erase your name from the Medical Register. You 
understand? 

Dr. Corbet : Yes, Sir. 


Association with an Advertising Company. 

The Council considered the case of Elizabeth Caroline Mudie, 
registered as of Windsor Quadrant, Kelvinside, Glasgow, who had 
been summoned on the charge that she had associated herself 
with a company which advertised for the purpose of obtaining 
patients. 

The complainants were the Medical Defence Union, represented 
by Mr. Oswald Hempson, solicitor, and Dr. Mudie was accom- 
panied by Mr. Carthew, her counsel. 

Mr. Hempson said that Miss Mudie was part proprietor of, and 
worked in association with, a company known as the Ultra Violet 
Rays (Glasgow) Lid., which advertised for the purpose of obtain- 
ing patients. He put in an advertisement which appeared in the 
Glasgow Herald of January 21st last, and also a printed pamphlet 
entitled Ancient Sun Worship, which was distributed to the public, 
indicating and recommending the methods of treatment employed 
by the company. Dr. Mudie had acquiesced in such methods. He 
called Miss Gordon, a typist employed by a Glasgow firm of 
solicitors, who spoke to having gone to Dr. Mudie in consequence 
of the advertisement. 

Dr. Mudie, whose evidence was indistinctly heard, said that in 
respect to the formation of the company she had not thought ai 
all about financial advantage to herself. The shareholding in the 
company, or even her own salary as its employee, was not in her 
mind. She was thinking only of her work. She had been greatly 
interested in light therapy, but was hampered by lack of capital 
for the purchase of the expensive equipment required for the 
opening of a clinic. Therefore, on the advice of a Mr. Woodside, 
who subsequently acted as her business manager, the company was 
formed. She took certain precautions before so acting; she con- 
sulted ihe assistant secretary to the local Medical and Panel 
Committee, and also a solicitor, and she gathered that it would 
be all right on ethical grounds so long as she herself was not>on 
the board. The arrangement was that she was to receive a salary 
of £500 from the company, as well as £4 a week rent for a house, 
and Mr. Woodside, who acted as secretary, was to receive £350. 
Asked how she proposed io get patients, she said that they would 
come either on the recommendation of doctors or friends, or 
because one patient recommended another. She had never in- 
quired whether any cf the circulars had been posted or otherwise 
distributed, and, in fact, she had been oblivious of the business 
side of the undertaking. 

Mr. J. D. Woodside said that he had acted as _ secretarial 
assistant to medical men. He was introduced to Dr. Mudie last 
year, and she told him of her interest in ultra-violet treatment 
and of her desire to go in for research work, for which she 
required additional apparatus. For this purpose she wanted 
financial help, and* accordingly the company was formed. Dr. 
Mudie had nothing whatever to do with its business side, He 
did not remember ever showing her the articles of association. 
Very substantial payments were made for the purchase of 
apparatus. He took full responsibility for the announcement m 
the Glasgow Herald; this was not discussed with Dr. Mudie. The 
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phiet in question was prepared by him, mainly from notes 
of a lecture by Dr. Mudie. As to the indications for treatment 
which were given therein, these were taken from a list given him 
by Dr. Mudie for his guidance. He was allowed a free hand on 
the administrative side of the company’s affairs, and he was 
ynaware that the ethical rules of medicine were being transgressed. 

Mr. Carthew, on behalf of Dr. Mudie, said that it would be 
evident to the Council that she was in no sense a business woman ; 
she was absorbed in her profession. She had not even taken any 
jnterest in the memorandum or articles of association, but how 
many women did so? There had been no intentional infringement 
of ethical rules. 

Mr. Hempson said that he made no imputation against Dr. 
Mudie’s good faith, but‘ there was in this case a degree of blind 
acquiescence, which in itself was culpable. This lady, when she 
had conferred upon her the honour of admission into the medical 
profession, also assumed certain obligations. She was aware of 
the terms of the Warning Notice against advertising; she knew 
the feeling in the profession against such practices, and she must 
have known that companies were bound to get their business by 
advertisement, but she had taken no steps to guard against it. 
She acquiesced in the preparation of advertising documents; she 
supplied particulars of treatments which could have no use except 
for advertisement. It had been suggested that the advertisement 
was without result in increasing the number of patients, but that 
did not excuse it. 

The decision of the Council, announced by the Presmpent, was 
in almost identical terms to that announced in the case of Dr. 
Corbet, reported above. The further consideration was adjourned 
until the May session of 1930, before which time the respondent 
will be required to send the names of some of her professional 
brethren who may be willing to testify as to her character and 
conduct in the interval. 


Association with, or Acquicsecence in, Newspaper 
Announcements. 
The Council, on May 29th, considered the case of Haydn Brown, 
registered as of Bedford Square, London, W.C., who was summoned 
on the charge : 


That, being a registered. medical practitioner, you have asso- 
ciated with and/or acquiesced in the publication of announcemenis 
in the Daily Record and Mail of Glasgow of January 11th, 16th, 
and 21st, 1929, for the purpose of obtaining patients with a view 
to promoting your own professional advantage. 


The complainants were the Medical Defence Union, represented 
by Mr. Oswald Hempson, solicitor, and Dr. Brown was accompanied 
by Mr. Frampton, counsel, instructed by Messrs. Shepheards, 
Walter and Bingley. 

Mr. Hempson said that Dr. Brown, who had qualified as far 
back as 1892, was not a young man who could plead ignorance of 
the ethics of the profession, the wiles of newspapers, or the 
Warning Notices of the Council. He understood that he claimed 
that his action was undertaken with the utmost purity of motive, 
but he had never come across a more flagrant case in which not 
only the letter but the spirit of the Warning Notice was dis- 
regarded. The Daily Record was one of the most prominent 
papers in Scotland, claiming a circulation exceeding the combined 
sile of all other penny morning papers north of the Tweed. 
Therefore, any notification therein would attract the attention 
of.a wide public. On January 11th it published an article under 
the headings: ‘‘Search for asthma cure.’ ‘‘ London doctor’s 
treatment.”” The article stated that the editor of the Daily 
Record had been invited to the London Mansion House to attend 
the meeting on January 15th to promote. the establishment and 
endowment of research centres for the investigation of asthma, 
and that a letter in support of that movement, signed by four 
distinguished physicians, affirmed that no ‘‘ cure’ for asthma was 
known to medical science. 


“When the word ‘cure’ is used” (the Daily Record article 
continued) ‘‘ it is obviously intended to refer to the method of 
treatment being. carried out by the London doctor, who is a 
graduate of Glasgow and Edinburgh, and who, through our 
clumns, has interested himself in hundreds of Scottish sufferers. 
Medical etiquette prevents us publishing the name of the doctor, 
but under his own name he wrote the following letter to the 
Nedical Press and Circular.” 

This letter stated that an appeal for help sent by a sufferer 
to the Daily Record had reached him through a press cutting 
agency, and that he had offered to treat the patient free of 
charge by ‘‘ autonomous relaxation ’”’ if he would come to London. 
The result, was ‘‘ sensationally favourable,” and a press report 
of the case led to 125 sufferers writing to the editor. He offered 
to reply to the 125, and further, to consider such of these patients 
as were able to obiain a recommendation to him from their local 
medical attendanis. He was now continuing to treat some of the 
patients who could visit London for two weeks or so, and to do 
% free of charge. ‘The results are unfailingly favourable.” 
Parallel wiih this, two letters from fo:mer asthma sufferers were 
mserted in the Daily Record, stating that they were satisfied they 

been cured by the London doctor. ‘‘ The London doctor ”’ 


remained anonymous, but the names and addresses of these persons 
were given. On May 16th it was stated, in reporting the “meeting 
at the Mansion House, that ‘tno mention was made at the meeting 
of the cases to which prominence have [sic] recently been given 
in the Daily Record.” On the 21st there appeared another article 
headed: ‘‘ Daily Record’ and Asthma.” ‘ New Facts about . 
the Scottish Sufferers Treated.” ‘‘ London Doctor Explains.” 
A note stated: 


““New facts relating to the nature of the cases of asthma 
treated by a London doctor, who was brought into touch with 
the sufferers by means of the Daily Record, are contained in the 
following article by the physician in question. All the cases so 
far treated, he states, have been above the average in severity.” 


One passage in the ‘‘ London doctor’s”’ article read : 


“IT have had peculiar pleasure in taking cases from Glasgow, 
not only because my medical qualifications emanate from Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, but because a pioneer gets most opposition in 
his Own environment, as was well known by the prophets of old.’’ 


The article contained such phrases as ‘“‘my* method” and 
rapid and permanent cure.” 

Mr. Hempson then put in a statutory declaration by a Mr. 
Whitwell, who was not called as a witness, to the effect that he 
wrote to the newspaper concerned with regard to this treatment, 
and received what appeared to be a stereotyped letter in reply, 
and a day or two later a letter from Dr.-Haydn Brown - headed 
** Letter sent on to Daily Record,’’ and an hour of appointment - 
was suggested. On inquiring what the fee for consultation would 
be, Mr. Whitwell was informed that the usual fee was three 
guineas. He attended at Dr. Brown’s consultation room, and sub- 
mitted himself to the relaxation treatment, which he described, but 
at the end of the procedure which Dr. Brown carried out he had 
to tell him in reply to his inquiry that he did not feel any better. 
At the end of the sitting Dr. Brown examined his teeth, and 
suggested that they might be the cause of his condition. 

Mr. Hempson added that as he understood Dr. Brown was not 
going into the witness box he would read at this point the 
written submission which Dr. Brown had made in reply to the 
case. He stated that he had not been guilty of advertising 
directly or indirectly. His sole purpose had been to prove to 
medical men that there was a treatment of great benefit to asthma 
sufferers. He had reported on this to the Medical Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Asthma Research Council, but desiring to press 
it home upon the profession he had taken patients from Glasgow, 
refusing to make a charge when they came to London for his 
treatment, although some of them stayed at expensive hotels. 
His object had been to force medical men to see that there was 
a cure for asthma even in long-standing and severely complicated 
cases. 

Mr. Frampton, on behalf of Dr. Haydn Brown, said that he had 
advised his client to admit the offence charged. There could be 
no question but that Dr. Brown had been associated with or 
had acquiesced in the publication of at least two of the articles. 
But he was by no means asking the Council to agree with the 
observations made by Mr. Hempson in respect of Dr. Brown’s 
conduct. It was true that Dr. Brown was a member of the 
profession of long standing. There could be no doubt in the minds 
of those who knew anything about him that he was a medical man 
who had devoted a great deal of his time to research work, and, 
rightly or wrongly, he belicved that in ‘‘ autonomous relaxation ” 
he had found a remedy for many maladies. But it was his firm 
belief that it did afford a cure for asthma. Some prominent men 
in the profession had stated that there was no cure for asthma, 
but if another said the opposite to that he would be very ‘much 
surprised if the Council found that misconduct was proved. In 
1927 the Asthma Research Council was set up. Dr. Haydn Brown 
asked for patients to be sent to him on whom he could experiment 
—or, rather, whom he could treat, because the matter had gone 
beyond the experimental stage. In August, 1928, ten cases were 
submitted to him by that body, and four other London cases were 
added, all of which he treated. His reports on these cases. were 
submitted to the Research Council about November, 1928. Then 
it appeared that the Daily Record had identified itself with this 
particular campaign. It published a letter from a reader asking 
whether there was not some cure for asthma, and that letter was 
brought to the notice of Dr. Brown, who wrote to the editor of 
the paper on the subject, and at his request treated the man 
gratis. In his gratitude for the relief which he had obtained the 
man went to the editor and described to him what had happened, 
with the result that an account of it was published, and 125 
persons thereupon applied to the editor asking to be placed in 
touch with the doctor in question. Twenty-three of these persons 
were treated free of charge by Dr. Brown. It was in these 
circumstances that he came to identify himself with this* paper. 
It might be said that he had got canvassers in these patients 
whom he had treated so successfully; but was not that what 
occurred in every practice? The Council would not be unmindful 
of the fact that there was here a man practising in London who 
was treating free of charge patients sent down from Glasgow, 
and it was stated publicly that arrangements were being made for 
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WARWICKSHIRE PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL Temporary Lieutenant W. V. Harke resigns his commission. 


COMMITTEE. 

De. Herxert Matins presided over a well-attended of the 
Warwickshire Panel and Local Medieal Committee, held at 
Leamington on May 16th. A considerable amount of routine 
pusiness was transacted, including the consideration of applica- 
tions for grants from the reserved portion of the Special Mileage 
Fund and for participation in the post-graduate schemes; also 
speciat competenee and other claims. 

Avising out of a letter from the Medieal Secretary in response 
to protests which had been forwarded against the onerous nature 
of the Dangerous Drugs Consolidated Regulations a lengthy dis- 
eassion ensued, in which the opinion was generally expressed that 
the additional duties as to recording of doses administered without 
the personal supervision of the practitioner were proving intoler- 
able. It was decided to inform the Insurance Acts Committee 
that the Warwickshire Panel Committee was unable to accept 
ihe view that any action had been taken by the Medico-Political 
Committee of the British Medical Association which had resulted 
in rendering the Regulations under the Dangerous Drugs Acts as 
little inconvenient as possible to busy practitioners. The resolu- 
iion further protested against the additional Regulations which 
became operative on January Ist last, which, in the considered 
opinion of the Panel Committee, were irksome, impracticable, and 
prejudicial to the best interests of medicine. 

The National Formulary was received, and a resolution adopied 
accepting the same subject to its acceptance by the Midland 
Conjoint Group, a date for its introduction not earlier than 
October Ist next being suggested. 

The Warwickshire Local Medical Committee’s co-operation in 
the matter of safeguarding medical interests, and expressed policy 
regarding the schemes to be made under the Local Government 
Act, was offered to the Coventry, Nuneaton, Tamworth, Rugby, 
an¢ Leamington Divisions of the British Medical Association.

Correspondence. 


Ophthalmic Treatment. 

Sin,—I_ was interested to read Dr. Caplan’s letter on this 
sulject in the Supplement of June 1st (p. 210). He happens to 
he my nearest neighbour working under the scheme, being 
but a few handred yards away; but he is in S.W.5, while I 
happen to be in W.8. Under the scheme, as at present 
avanged, he is expected to receive patients referred for 
treatment hy their local doctor who first have to go to opticians 
in Wimbledon or Tooting; I am expected to receive similar 
patients who have to go to Acton or Ealing before coming to 
me. If glasses are needed the patients will have to make two 
further journeys to the suburbs, representing at least a distance 
of thirty miles, involving considerable time and expense. Is 
it surprising that the new scheme in this area is a complete 
fiasce ? 

The notice sent to all general practitioners in London included 
this sentence: ‘* The necessity for everything being done to 
make a success of the above-mentioned scheme cannot be too 
strongly impressed upon every section of the medical pro- 
fession.”” 

I feel strongly, with Dr. Caplan, that the seheme cannot 
work successfully in all areas at this early stage if patients have 
te go to the opticians first. Lists of practitioners under the 
scheme should be shown in the post offices for the patients to 
choose to whom they will go after they have obtained the 
necessary recommendation from their doctor. Patients should 
also be allowed to go to any dispensing optician under the 
scheme most convenient to themselves.—I am, etc.,
